WEEK-END - FIRES. 


‘Busy Time for Firemen. 

The woek-end. witnessed an 
unpracedentedly large wamber of 
fires which kept the! firemen 
busily engaged. No fawer than 
six outbreaks ‘word devit with, 
ond of these two whith: 
within a short intervgl of one 
another, illustrated that the life 
of local fireman ie not giways one 
of ease. = ; 

A-call on Friday evening 
brought tho Brigade to the scone 
of the outbreak which: was in 
premises occupied by :the Hip 
Woo and the Kwong Shun Cheong. 
firms of rattan deators, Des Vooux 
Road. The fire was dealt with in 
a prompt manner, and was exting- 
vished before it had gattained 
progress enough to destroy the 
premises. ‘As it turned’ out, the 
ground floors, whore -the fire 
originated, were partially de- 
stroyed. The damage is covered 
by insurance with the Tung On 
and South China Insurance Com- 
panies for a respective: policy of 
$3,000. 

Saturday night proved to bea 
period of exertion for the Brigade. 
The first Of the serios of out- 
breaks occurring on. this date 
made a small beginning, inthe 
form of a small chimney fire 
occurring in a house near tho 
Wing On Store, which was put out 
without much difficulty. At 9 
p.m. a fresh cali came from 
Hollywood Road as the result of 
a fire occurring in one of the 
houses. As with the preceeding 
one, this alarm was regarded a8 
“being greatly exaggerated ". 
The firemen found that the task 
confronting them was. one of 
repairing the damage caused by 
the overturning of a<iamr. A 
few buckets of waterVSasily re- 
turned matters to their-driginal 
state, 3 

About an hour later the :repose 
of the firemen was ayain rudely 
interrupted by an alarming report 
from the central district. ~The 
block of buildings tenanted by 
Messrs. Lane, Crawford and 
Co. was reported to. be on 
firo. On arrival on the 
scene, flames and smoke were 
seen to issue from a back widow, 
and occasioned alarm to residents 
of the King Edward Hotel Tho 
cecurrence was dealt with in a 
commendable manner by the 
firemen, Crawling through the 
smoke into a narrow door at the 
back which gave access to the 
room where the outbreak 
evidenced itself, the firemen were 
thus enabled to bring the hoses 
into play and within. an hour 
their efforts took effect. It was 
then discovered that & number 
of mattresses which had been 
placed with the Company for 
renovation, had given rise to 
the fire, by what agency it is 
not known. The room itself 
was a small cubicle built'out of a 
half floor, and where the flames 
had failed to cause damage, water 
destroyed some articles, such as 
cigars, etc. in. the floor beneath. 
The damage which is covéred by 
insurance is estimated at $25,00° | 

Scarcely had this oafbreak been 
attended to, than a: fresh call 
came from Repulge Bay. 
equipment that had bean brought 
up to deal with the cortral fire 
was at oncé rushed to the Bay, 
and there brought into: operation 
gainst a matshed situated in the 
tear of the Hotel premises and 
stated to be used. by coolies.

ly bas not been realised. “‘Irada 
continues to be very rotten. The 
continuance of the slump in the 
United... States must jeopardise 
our chance of recovery: Con- 
sidorable reductions in the prices 
of many commodities have failed 
to encourage buying on the part 
of the dealers, and there has been 
no improvement in our export 
market worth recording. Prices 
of almost every commodity 
cntinue low, and in spite of the 
serious drop in exchange thie 
has not induced any buying from 
foreign countries of South. China 
products. Distrust is in the air. 
That the canker of world-wide 
financial unrest is at the bottom 
of the main commercial problems 
of the day is undoubted, and ap- 
parently there is no effactual 
except time. All 
markets are naturally upset 
because they find that they, have 
goods to sell- bought at high 
prices at a time when they could 
buy sixty per cont cheaper. 


In connection with the whole- 
sale cancellation’ of piece-goods 
contracts, the Munchester Guard- 
tun has some very pertinent 
remarks to make; especially with 
regard: to the agitation of the 
Deihi Pieco-Goods Association to 
get the Manchester mills to accept 
payment in rupees reckoned at 
23. each, although the. rate of 
exchange is 1s. 4d. “ The average 
opinion on this market,” says the 
Manchester Guardian, “is that 
India cannot hava’ it: two ways. 
She must bear her burdens, just 
as. we have. to. bear ours. 
There would have beén no compl: 
aints and no talk of cancelments, 
even for late delivery, if values 
were ascending instead of de- 
scending. This market has been 
caught as India has been caught. 
Just however as Manchester 
would not try to get out of ite 
contracts because it was found 
they had been placed on too low 
a basis, 80 we must expect the 
same high standard of conduct 
when the reverse is the case,”

NORONHA. 


A Well-known Hongkong 


Resident. 


It is with the deepest regret 
that we have to ohronicle the 
death of Mr. Edward Joseph 
Noronha, J. 
Noronha and: Co., Governmont 
rintors, which took place at. Sf. 
‘aul's Hospital, at 11.15 p.m. 
yesterday after a very briof illness, 
By his demise the Portuguese 
community loses one of ita best 
known and highly . respected, 
leaders and the whole Colony a 
man whom it will be -hard .to 
replace, 


The deceased gentloman, who 
wos 39 years of age, was 
in his usual good health in 
the early part of last week. On 
Thursday, however, he did not 
foel well and he telephoned to 


hie office stating that he waa not] d 


up to the mark but hoped to bo at 
business in the afternoon. Instead, 


however, he was that afternoon 


romoved to hospital, where his 
case waa diagnosed as appendici- 


tis, with strong symptoms of|' 


poritonitis. An immediate opera- 
tion was deemed necessary and 
this was performed’ at 8 p.m. on 
Thursday. The deceased came 
through the operation very well, 
but it was realised that his case 
was a very serious one. On 
Saturday he became worse, and, 
despite every attention, his 
medical advisers on Sunday morn- 
ing indicated that there was no 
hope of recovery.” He lingered 
on, however, and passed away 
ate last night, He leaves a widow 
and nine children, for whom the 
utmost sympathy will be felt. 


“The late Mr. Noronha was a 
man whom to know was to admire.

GERMAN REPARATIONS. 


*+ London, Maren 12. 

The text of the German Reparations Recovery Bill which has now 
been published, provides thatthe purchaser pay the Commissioners of 
Customs Excise such proportion of the. value of imported German 
goods, not: exceeding fifty per cent. as the Treasury may prescribe. 
The Commissioners will pay the money into « special account. appli- 
cable towards the discharge of Germany’s obligations under the 
Treaty of Versailles. The Act applies to all German goods, whether 
they. come direct or not, with the exception of goods imported for 
exportation after transit through the United Kingdom or by way of 
transhipment. The Commissioners will fix the value of goods and 
any dispute as regards value will be referred to a referee appointed 
by the Treasury. The Commissipners may require importers to 
furnish particulars as. regards the country of manufacture and the 
production, of goods. If the Act threatens hardship in any case 
where contracts were arranged before March 8th, application may 
made to the High Court to secure suspension or annulment of any 
proceedings for the enforcement of the contracts. The Board - of 
Trade may reduce the payments to the:Commissioners or exempt cer- 
tuin goods on. the recommendation of the Committee of Experts which 
the Board will appoint.

As prices went up without the 
influenca of higher wages what 
guarantee is there that prices 
would be reduced if wages were 
reduced?

THE HONG MOH WRECK, 
‘Crew Arrives in Hongkong. 


"On Saturday there arrived/by |. 


the ss. Hydrangeas the Chief 
‘Officer, Second Enginoer and the 
Chief: Engineer of the fil-fated 
‘Hong Moh, from ’Swatow. The 
Second and third Engineers and 
the doctor of the vessel came here 
on Sunday by another boat. 

In a conversation with tho 
officers we Isarned — that 
the Hong Moh left Hong- 
kong on’ the 2nd instant, 
at 5 o'clock. in the ovening, and 
arrived off Swatow at.abont “11 
ath. the nextday. She could not 
got into Swatow as there was not 
enough water to go over the bar. 
The Hong Moh waited till 4.30 
p.m. that day and as there was 
atill no water she left- for 
Amoy. It was on the passage to 
Amoy that the ship struck the 
tocka. ‘She struck Boat Rocks, 
about three miles from Lammock 
Light, at about 7.20 that same 
evening. By 2.30 the next 
morning she broke ‘into half. 
At. the time that . the 
Hong Moh left Swatow the 
weather was rough, a north-east 
wind blowing. : . 

The impact at the time the 
vessel strack the rocks was so 
yovere that everybody | im- 
mediately rushed for their life 
belts. The Hone Mob-was doing 
‘en knots an hour whet she 
struck, and water immediately 
‘Jooded the engine room and the 
ships lights went out, There 
were rocks within six feet of the 
ship on the ship on the starboard 
sido. The Captain was on the 
bridge at the time. It. was 
expected thatthe ship would at 
any moment slip into deep water 
trom the rocks, and passen- 
xerr were soon resigned to the 
worst .fate. Most of tho pas- 
xengers, as soon as the vessel 
struck the rocks, got into the life- 
boata and. remained there till 
morning. After the ship broke 
into half some of them were 
washed off the poup. 

There were three rafts on the 
ship, but most of tham had disap- 
peared by morning.

Mr. H. Ge Wells’ dream of an 
invisible man’ bas almost been 
realised: by 4, Russian scientist, 
Doctor Vassilieff, who is now 
revealing the results of his tong 
experiments in. Paris, according 
to the Daily Graphic’s correpond- 
ent. Dr-Vassilieff claims to have! 
succeeded in discovering a method 
.of making the human body trans- 
parent. Strangely enough, the 
method is similar to that imagined 
by Mr. .Woells in. his romance, 
“The Invisible Man" (published 
in. 1897). The organic matter is 
impregnated with @ liquid, the 
secret of which Vassilieff is 
retaining . until the publication of 
his book on’. the xubject ‘two 
mottha fence.'Paria journalists, 
after seeing specimens submitted 
by Dr. Vassilieff. confirm the 
scientist's declaration. They say 
that the transparency achieved ix 
not that.of erystal, but of gelatine.

Vassi jeff, ‘as the matter would 
be dissolved.” He has oexperi- 
mented on living animats, such as 
frogs. and mice. ‘Transparency 
began in the feet .and the tails, 
but at the end: of a week the 
subjects died.
